Many of them contributed a large sum towards 
the funds. The Board earnestly appealed for

In moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of cg “ig Alderman Hubbard 
Clark, City High Sheriff, said that he found 
the ard of the hospital a serious-minded, 
business one, which appealed to him. He had 
come to the conclusion, from his association 
with the Board, that it was little short of a 
miracle how the institution and similar ones 
in the city were enabled to carry on during 
the past few years. i 
Rev. T. H. Seale, in seconding the motion, 
testified to the immense good which the hos- 
pital was doing for the poor of all classes in 
the city. : 
The Lord Mayor, in putting the resolution, 
which was passed, said that on his way to the 
meeting he saw a congregation coming out of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and was reminded that 
that day three years age. an armistice waé 
i ed one of the most 
cruel and brutal wars in the history of man- 
kind. He was not going to say whether the 
war was just or unjust; but it occurred to 
him that he might express the hope—which 
he ‘had no doubt would be shared by al! 
present—that they were about to see the end 
of another war, equally brutal, and a great 
deal longer—that they all had in sight the ter- 
mination of the long disagreements in this 
country, and that the time was rapidly 
approaching when every man and woman in the 
country—-no matter what their faith, politics, 
or social standing—-would come together and 
work as one for the country’s good. One of 
the first duties, after the re-birth of the old 
nation, would, he hoped, be to look after an 
institution such ‘as that. It was a reflection 
on someone, or some system—certainly not on 
the charitable people of Dublin—that an in- 
stitution such as that should be close on £5,000 
in debt. Having paid a tribute to the work 
of Sir Henry McLaughlin in connection with 
the Dublin hospitals and lamented the death 
of Mr. Wellington Darley, one of the most 
esteemed ri io of the Board, the Lord 
Mayor said that a hospital euch as the Coombe 
should be one of the first charges on the State. 

Sir John Moore moved a resolution of thanks 
to the Dublin Corporation, the Committee of the 
Dublin Hospital Sunday Fund, the Dublin Hos- 
pitals Superintendence Board, and other generous 
supporters. He referred to the absence of 
infectious diseases in the wards of the hospital, 
and also to the valuable education given to 
students in the hospital. A large number of 
students. iook out practical midwifery in the 
Coombe Hospital, and the number was in- 
creasing year by year. 

Mrs. Fanning seconded the motion, which was 
passed.

THE RECORDER’S VIEW. 


At the Green Street Courthouse, Dublin, 
yesterday, Maurice Somerville, of Taaffe. place, 
Fairview, sued William E. Gray, of Rock View, 
Sutton, to recover £50 damages for personal 
injuries alleged to have been sustained through 
being knocked down by a motor cycle ridden by 
defendant at Annesley Bridge on the 17th July 
last. 

Mr. James Henry (instructed by Messrs. 
Greene and Son) appeared for plaintiff, and 
Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Neill and Co.lins) appeared for the defendant. 

It appeared from the evidence that the plain- 
tiff arrived at Annesley Bridge on a tramear in 
company with his wife, and had jusi got dawn 
when the defendant ran into him on a mótor 
cycle, tearing his coat and inflicting injuries 
necessiting medica] treatment. 

The Recorder said that, there was gross 
negligence on the part of motor cyclists in pass- 
ing stationery trams in such a manner as not to 
avoid accidents. He had no doubt about the 
liability of the defendant, who said that he was 
travelling at seven miles.an hour. The sight of 
a motor cycle travelling at seven miles an hour 
anywhere was a thing to make a note of. 
(Laughter.) He awarded eight guineas com- 
pensation and costs.

ACCESS TO DOCUMENTS. 

At the Bow street, London, Police Court 
yesterday, Mr. Comyns Carr made an applica- 
tion to Sir Chartres Biron on behalf of Mr.

Mr. Money then stated that without the con- 
sent of Mr. Simmonds he would pioduce nothing 
to Mr. Bigland’s solicitor. The ro” was then 
shown out of Mr. Bottomley's premises. 

The magistrate said that he had no real juris- 
diction in the matter. His only knowledge, 
apart from what counsel had siated, was that a 
distinct undertaking was given by the receivers, 
or those acting on their behalf, that as it was 
dificult, or almost impossible, to bring all the 
books and documents into that court, his (the 
magistrate’s) suggestion that reasonable access 
to them should afforded to the solicitors for 
the defence, would be followed.

INTERNATIONAL LEGISLATION, 


GENEVA, November 11. 


Owing to the prolonged discussion at this 
morning s$ sitting of the International Labour 
Conference over the adoption of the Draft 
Convention's report; dealing with maritime 
questions, the Conference was unable to get 
through the items on the agenda, and, ac- 
cordingly, the questions of technical and agri- 
cultural education, and the rights of the 
Association and the combination of agricultural 
workers, were adjourned to to-morrow’s sitting. 

A proposal of Mr, Poulton (British workers’ 
delegate), seconded by Mr. Martel (Canadian 
workers’ Technical Adviser), to the repert con- 
cerning the enews of children in agri- 
culture, was referred back to the Committae. 
with the view of obtainiwg a definition of the 
word “ children,” particularly in reference to 
age. In other respects the draft recommenda- 
tion regarding night-work for children meets 
with the approval of the Conference. 

In reference to living-in conditions of agri- 
cultural workers, Sir A. D. Hall (British 
Government delegate) remarked that his 
Government did not propose to make special 
regulations in regard to the housing conditions 
of agricultural workers, because al] workers (in 
Great Britain) were treated under the same 
set of laws, such matters being left to the 
local sanitary authorities,.and with that res »-~- 
vation, and the understanding that the British’ 
Sanitary and Housing Acts meet with the 
requirements of the proposed recommendation, 
his Government would give the recommenda- 
tion ibs support. 

An amendment by Herr Wissell (German 
workers’ delegate), containing definite provi- 
sions regarding proper housing for agricultural 
workers, and prohibiting the use of stables and 
outhouses as sleeping quarters, and on which 
the workers’ delegates laid great stress was 
adonted by the Conference. 

The adoption of the Draft Conventions. fixing 
the minimum age for the admission of 
young persons as trimmers and stokers, and the 
compulsory medical examination of children 
and young persons employed at sea, were. re- 
spectively, taken by a record vote. 

Article 12 of the Draft Convention, concernino 
the emplovmentaof trimmers and stokers ana 
providing for the eventual modification of several] 
Articles of the Convention at the expiration of 
two years after the adoption of the Convention 
was strongly opposed by Sir Montagu Barlow 
(Great Britain), who urged that the Article 
should either be referred back to the Com- 
mittee for further examination, or that the 
Draft Convention should be submitted to a 
vote of the Conference. minus Article 12. 

Finally, after considerable discussion, in whieh 
Sir Montagu Barlow and Monsignor Nolens 
(Netherlands) were the principal speakers. the. 
Draft Convention was voted, minus Article 12

TRADE RESEARCH SCHEME. 

The Executive Council of the Prttish Empire 
Exhibition, 1923, has: decided to institute five or 
more commercial research fellowships. These 
fellowships will be approximately of the value 
of £500, and will be identified with those towns 
whose Chambers of Commerce secure ,the 
highest aggregate of guarantess for the exhibi- 
tion in proportion to their membership. The 
local chamber will have the right of selection. 

The value of each fellowsht vill include a 
first-class return ticket to the Dominion, Crown 
Molony. ete., to which the Fellow will proceed. 
The subjects of research will be as follows :— 
(1) The best means of promoting inter-Imperial 
trade in a selected staple industry; (2) the 
methods whereby the British Empire Exhibi- 
tion can further the interests of this trade; (5) 
the potential resources in raw mattrials, etc., in 
the Deminion or Crown Colony visited, and the 
best means for exploiting these in the mutual 
interest of the Domirion and this country; (4) 
the means whereby these undeveloped resources 
may be adequately represented at the British 
Empire Exhibition and brought to the attention 
of interested financial or industrial groups. 
The particular subject. for investigation will be 
determined by the local chamber. December 15 
is the elosing date for entries for the competi- 
tion, and the result will be anneunced on or 
before Decem‘er 24. The celected Fellows 
must proced to their destinations before the 
end of next March.

The band of the Irish 
Guards attended the Service. The silence was 
marked by the kneeling of all present before 
the war memorial. 

The United States Embassr and offices were 
closed for the day, and the ‘flags at al] the 
United States offices were half-masted. Mem- 
bers of the Staff attended the ceremonies at 
the Abbey and the Cenotaph. Two thousand 
instruments were clicking im the rooms of the 
Central Telegraph Office when the 11 e'clock 
bells rang in each of the corridors. Inetantly 
there was a profound silence. The operators 
stood up, leaving their messages even at the 
middie of a word. ‘This was a signal to all of 
the telegraph offices in the United Kingdom. 

At the Cenotaph sailors and soldiers and the 
massed bands of the Guards took part in the 
tribute. Wreaths were placed at the foot of 
the column by representatives of the Royal 
Pamily, the Prime Minister, the military and 
naval leaders, and members of the Cabinet. 

A notable visitor to the Cenotaph during the 
afternoon was Sir James Craig, who placed a 
wreath there in memory of Uleter men who fell 
in the war. Towards evenimg a large number 
of spectators paid their tribute at the Cenotaph: 
and afterwards visited the Unknown Soldier's 
yrave in Westminster Abbey. 


STRIKING SCENE IN 
DUBLIN. 
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SILENT CROWDS IN THE 
STREETS. 

When the eleventh hour wae tolled in Dubin 
yesterday there was a cessation of work and 
of vehicular traffic in the centre of the city 
for a period of two mimutes, during which 
moet of the flags were lowered to half-maat. 
In business houses and industrial concerns toe 
brief period was also observed. 

The scene at Trinity College was cepecialiy 
impressive. Many yeople had gathered at thm 
particular point, and when the great bell of 
the College chimed the eleventh hour a com- 
plete silence followed for two minutes, almost 
everyone in the vicinity standing still, with 
bared and bowed heads. The Nationa! Anthem 
was sung at the end of the two minutes 
silence. 

Due significance was also attached to the day 
in military circles. At the various barracks 
the guard was turned out, and all ranks stood 
to “attention” for two minutes at 11 oclock 
Men who were not on duty were allowed te 
wear poppies in their headdress. 

The httle scarlet flower was alto worn by 
members of the Auxiliary force and the 
gcneral public. Military vehicles displayed the 
Union Sack. 

The two minutes’ silence wae aito observed 
at the Four Courts. At 11 ocieck the Lord 
Chief Justice and other members of the Court 
af Appeal and some of the other jydges az- 
sembled in the Appeal Coury where there wae 
a big muster of the members of the Bar and 
solicitors. It was an impressive cemonstra- 
tion when all present, standing up, kert silent 
for two minutes. Afier that business was re- 
sumed in all of the Courta.. 

At the Pori of Dublin the military guard 
were turmed out at iwo points along fhe 
Northern shipping quays.

UNVEILING OF WAR 
MEMORIAL. - 


NOBLE EXAMPLE 
RECALLED. 
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“The boys will remember that this window 
symbolises above all things the dignity and 
splendour of self-sacrifice, of giving oneself.” 

These words were addressed by the Provost 
of Trinity College to the Headmaster of the 
High School, Harcourt street, Dublin, when he 
had unveiled the war memorial in the school 
yesterday afternoon. 

The memorial consists of a three-light stained 
glass window, on either side of which are placed 
on the wall brass tablets inscribed with the 
names of the sixty-eight old boys of the school 
who lost their lives in the war. Above is a 
scroll, adorned with palm leaves, bearing the 
words: ' To the glory of God and in memory 
of the old boys of this school who lost their 
lives in the great war, 1914-18.” 

The window has three lighte, the cenire and 
largest of which represents Victory. The chief 
figure is a youthful knight in full armour, who, 
having fought the good fight, now rests upon 
Ins sword, In the background another knight 
on horseback carries aloft the school banner. 
Underneath are the school arms, with children 
holding out the school motto: “ We are faithful 

trust,” ‘The window on the left repre- 
sents Peace, surrounded by symbolic doves, and 
holding the torch of learning. Underneath is 
the inscription, “ /n terra par, and below is 
David's conquest of Goliath. The window on 
the right répresents Justice, with scales and 
sword. Underneath is the inscription, ‘“* Fiat 
justitia,” and below ig the last stand of Horatius 
defending the bridge.

£7,000 “FLOATING 
ABOUT.”

Thero was further evidence given yesterday 
in Dublin in the petrol case, the witnesses 
examined being members of the “group” formed 
for the purchase of a cargo of petrol. They 
were re-examined with reference to the agree 
ment for the purchase and the circumstances 
under which John White, the prisoner, was 
authorised to carry through the transaction on 
behalf of the “group.” White is charged with 
having illegally misapplied certain bills of ex 
change given to him in connection with the 
purchase of the cargo. 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by Mr 
Davis) appeared for the prosecution; Mr. E. H 
Burne, solicitor, defended. and Mr. Gleeson (in- 
structed by Mr. James Brady, solicitor), and 
Mr. McDowell, solicitor, attended on behalf’ of 
witnesses, 

‘When the proccedings in the Police Court, 
before Mr. Lupton, K.C., on Thursday concluded 
for the day, Mr. J J. McKenzie, a member of 
the “group,” was under crossexamination by 
Mr. Burne. Yesterday, Mr. McKenzie again 
took his place in the witness box, and his cross 
examination was resumed. Replying to Mr 
Burne, he said that while the meetings of the 
“sroup ” were going on in August he was try- 
ing to get the bills from White, but he did not 
see White.

RELEASES ON PAROLE, 


Conditions regarding releases on parole from 
internment camps have heen issued: from the 
Deputy Acjutant-General’s Office, Parkgate. 
Dublin, and will be published to-day in all the 
camps throughout Ireland. It is proposed that 
in the event of the peace negotiations ix ing con- 
tinued there will always be 5 per cent. of the 
prisoners on leave, and that the interned men 
will arrange among themselves as to who shall 
go. 
on parole should in future be directed to th: 
Commandant of the internment camp concerned, 
to whom power is being delegated, and not io 
General Headquarters, as has hitherto been the 
practice, 

The new Order is in the following terms :— 

1. The Commander-in-Chief has decided to 
delegate to Commandants Internment Camps, 
the power to authorise releases on parole. 

2. Paroles will be granted on the following 
grounds and in the following order :--(a) Com- 
passionate cases: (b) those who have been 
longest interned; (c) business reasons. In each 
case under (a) and (c) commandants will ob- 
tain verification of the facie from the local 
police, and will grant the parole, provided that 
the individual's conduct in the camp has been 
satisfactory. 

5. Not more than 5 per cent. of the numbers 
in the camp will be on parole on any one day, 
and this will include any extensions of parole 
that may bé granted. 

4. In the event of a mutiny, a strike. an 
escape, or an attempted escape, or if an internee 
fails to surrender to his parole, this will be re- 
ported to General Headquarters, and no further 
paroles in the camp eoncerned will be granted 
until permission is given by General Head- 
quarters. 

5. All applications for parole will be passed to 
the commandant’ of the camp in which the ap- 
phcant is interned, 

6. Commandants of camps will notify the 
grant of parole to General Headquarters, and 
to the formation in whose area the internee 
resides. 

" 7. Commandants of canips are advised to keep 
one or two vacancies in hand in of any 
urgent applicatioa. 

These Orders are to be published in all camps.

WAR-STRICKEN 
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LOST INDUSTRIES. 


Reuter’s. Paris Correspondent telegraphs :— 
The most difficult work of reconstruction is in 
connection with the recovery of the small towns 
of the devastated rezions. 

In villages. which were iotally destroyed 
wooden huts soon sprang up, and farmers and 
peasants eet to work to reclaim the land. Large 
towns were the centres of industries so im- 
pores that manufacturers hastened to return, 

ut the small town is the problem. Owners of 
smal! works and factories have preferred to 
transfer their activities t larger centres to 
spending large sums in reconstructing their 
works. The workers, therefore have migrated. 

Bailleul is a case in point. The bigger town 
of Armentieres will recover, but it is beginning 
to appear doubtful if Bailleul will ever find 
again its lost activity. Its chief industry was 
lace-making, but this cannot be revived, owing 
to the fact that the women who were exneris in 
the work have nearly all found employment else- 
where. ó ; 

Another industry was the cultivation of 
fruits and vegetables glass. Now. however. not 
only have the glasshouses been destroyed, but 
the soil has been so ravaged that it is not 
suitable for the cultivation of delicate plants.

When the Landru trial was resumed to-day, 
the presiding judge, M. Gilbert, described Mme. 
Guillin, the third of Landru’s fiancées to dis- 
appear, as “a simple-minded woman with 
grandiose ideas.’’ 

She had been a housekeeper, and had a 
capital of 22,000 francs. . In May, 1915, she 
replied to the following advertisement inserted 
in a newspaper by Landru:—‘ A gentleman of 
45, without family, and with an income of 4,000 
francs a year, wishes to marry an elderly lady 
with similar means.” 

The presiding judge said that Landru put jer 
letter aside, making a note, “ [n reserve; to 
see incidentally.” He related how Mme. 
Guillin, having met Landru in June, informed 
her friends of her forthcoming marriage with a 
gentieman refugee from Lille occupying a hand- 
som¢- villa at Vernouillet, where he was wait- 
ing an appointment to the French Consulate in 
Australia, 

THE SECRET CHAMBER: 

Mme, Guillin made frequent visit to Ver- 
aouillet, One day, in exporing the villa, she 
came across a Jocked room. Looking through 
the keyhole, she saw a woman’s clothing and 
boots. She was much surprised, and questioned 
Landru with regard to the matter, and asked 
whether, perhaps, the- articles belonged to 
“another mistress.” 

Landru assumed a shocked air, and to!d her 
sadly that the room was his dead mother’s, and 
that he visited it alone now and then to medi- 
tate on her memory. 

Landru, addressing the jury, ridiculed such 
“little anecdotes.” Addressing M. Gilbert, he 
said—‘‘ M. le President, you Gave praised my 
methodical habits, and you will permit me to 
think that, in. receiving a visitor, I would not 
leave a lady’s things about." 

Landru said that Mme, Guillin had invented 
everything she had said. 

The presiding judge reminded him that on 
August 4 or 5, 1915, he entered Mme. Guillin’s 
jewels in his notebook, and sold the bonds be- 
longing to her.” 

Landru sard that that was over six years ago. 
He did not remember. He added that the 
bonds must have been given to him by Mme. 
Guillin in her lifetime, or, rather, before her 
disappearance. 

The presiding judge hurled question after 
question at the prisoner, who listened with the 
closest attention, but very often did not ay <a 
At one point Landru raised a laugh by aliuding 
to his long immunity from arrest, adding that 
it was probably only a question oí time when 
Mme.

THE IRISH EPISCOPATE AND THE 
UNION. - 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In the report in your columns on 
Wednesday of ,;Dr. Murray's lecture on 
“ Grattan’s Parliament” it is etated that 
“almost, every bishop of the Church of Ircland, 
except Dixon of Down and Morbey (Maria) of 
Waterford, were opposed to it (the Union).” 
Dr. Murray, whose historical accuracy is um: 
impeachable, must have said exactly the r=verse 
of what he meant. Dr. Dixon, who owed his 
appointment to the See of Down wo Charles 
James Fox—who humourousty told him, “ You 
are a bishop, but I am no longer even a 
minister’’—and Dr. Marlay, the Bishop of 
Waterford, who was an uncle of Mr. Grattan's, 
so far from being supporters, were vehement 
Opponents of the Union. ~-Their names appear 
in immediate euccession the one to the other 
in the list of Lords, headed by the Duke of 
Leinster of the day as signatories of the pro- 
tests of members of the Irish House of Lords 
againet the Uniwn. 

The sum of £15,000 was paid as compensation 
for each nomination Parliamentary borough to 
its owner, but the compensation for the Chureh 
Parliamentary nomination boroughs, of which 
bishops were the patrona or nomina{prs, was 
arplied to ecclesiastical purposes. The sore 
displedsure of one prelate, rho urged that the 
compensation money for the loss of the borough 
should be givén to himself and not to the 
Church, is shown in his letiers on the subject, 
which are cvrious, but far from edifying. Dr. 
Percy, the Bishop of Dromore at the time of the 
Union, whose “ Reliques ” undoubtedly contri- 
buted to give a fresh direction to the genius 
of Bir Walter Scott, was in favour of the Union, 
and succeeded in inducing nearly all his clergy 
to sign an address to the Lord Lieutenant in ite 
support. He has, however, placed on record his 
detestation of the corruption by which the 
Union was carried. “ I hope,” he writes, ' this 
shocking trash is drawing to an end.”’

THE USE OF RADIUM. 


TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As reported in your issue of to-day, Sir 
Lambert Ormsby is stated to have said at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Royal Dublin Society that 
““he saw where the Presiflent of the College 
of Surgeons in America stated that radium was 
useless in surgery He (Sir Lambert) had 
tried it in connection with the dread disease it 
wag supposed to cure, and it had failed every 
time.” It is also etated that he advocated the 
abolition of the Radium Institute connected 
with the Society. 

The Opinion expressed by the American 
surgeon as to the va.ue of radium in the treat- 
ment of cancer is, as reported, and if sg | 
memory serves me right, incorrectly quoted. 
It would he equally true to say that surgery 
is useless in the treatment of cancer. There is 
the. same substratum of truth in both state- 
menta We know of cancer cases which have 
been cured by surgery, just as we know of 
similar cases which have been cured by radium 

is obvious that the lay Press lé not the 
appropriate place to debate a question which is 
technical and purely scientific; but the state-

IMPROVED SHOEING FOR 
HORSES, 


A report to the Mimister of 
Sir Henry Maybury. Director-General of Roads. 
states that an expert committee nominated 
by the President of the County Surveyors’ 
Society has failed to satisfy themselves that 
there is any accepted methal of road con. 
struction or treatment whith does not, under 
certain conditions, leave the road slippery for 
horses. The committee express the. opinion 
that a large measure of safety for horses on 
public hintrende could be obtained by .im- 
roved shoeing. The committee consisted of 
Mr. A. Dryland, county surveyor of Surray 
(since appointed county engineer and surveyor 
of Middlesex); Mr. ¢ '. Gettings, county 
surveyor of Worcestershire; and Mr. ; 
Lvddon, county surveyor of the North Riding 
of Yorkshire (since ‘appointed divisional road 
engineer in the Ministry of Transport). 

he committee point out that road surfaces 
which carry any considerable motor traffic 
must be waterproof if they are to endure, and 
so must be occasionally slippery. Stretches of 
road with an asphaltic or bituminous surface 
were slippery when damp, and were costly. 
The shoeing attachment favoured by the com- 
mittee was an improvement on the flexible 
bridge pad, which obtained a prize in the open

NURSE CAVELL’S DEATH 
RECALLED, 


The tragic death of Miss Edith Cavell is re- 
called by the forthcoming trial of the German 
spy, Armand Jeannes aged 32 yeurs, also 
known under. aliases of “ Cacar le Petit Belge ’ 
and “ Blaugies,” which is just now attracting 
considerable interest in this country, says a 
Reuter’s telegram from Brussels. The case will 
come shortly before the Hainaul¢ Assize Court. 

Jeannes, who is a Belgian subject, is aceused 
of espionage and treas While he is said to 
have boasted, in the presence of various wit- 
nesses, of having had Diss Cavell arrested and 
shot, the indictment drawn up against him 
does not show that he was actually the per- 
son who betrayed Miss Cavell to the German 
police. The part he played in that affair was 
none the less plain, judging by long details pub- 
lishedin the Press, for he is aceused of having 
made every effort to. procure information for 
the Germans, and to have been present at the 


| arrest of several courageous Belgians who took 


part in the patriotic organisation of whish 
Miss Cavell was a member. He wae cynical 
enough to write on December 19, 1915, to his 
German employers—“In the big espionage 
affair of Miss Cavell and othera, I even sup- 
ported the denunciation of my former master 
the man who had kept me for a long time M. 
Albert Libies, lawyer, of Mons, who waa con. 
demned to 15 years’ penal servitude by 
Brussels Court.” 

The accused is said to have been in the 
vice of the German police. throughout the en- 
tire occupation of Belgium, and to have been 
mixed up in most of the sensational affairs of 
that epoch.

provide the public with pictures, and still more 
pictures, httle regard seems to have been pai! 

Any- 
thing and everything were filmed to satisfy the 
demands of the moment. The lowest phases ot 
social life were utilised to furnish sensational, 
and often offensive, films, and the annals of 
crime were raked up to provide further sen- 
sations, in which very frequently the  crimi- 
nal. was depicted as a sort of hero. or at least 
a person not to be despised. :

BRITISH FILM PROJECT. 


The efforts of British film producers to com- 
pete successfully with the American producers 
to which attention was drawn some weeks ago. 
are now taking definite shape. An organisation 
known as the British National Film League has 
Just been established by British film manufac- 
turers and distributors for the purpose of form- 
ing @ sort of national programme of films from 
which the exhibitor can, if he so desire. eelect 
one In every week of the vear. There has heen 
a system of pooling producis, and « date has 
been assigned for the release of each picture, so 
thaí, already there is one film available for every 
week in 1923, and soon there’ will he two for 
each week. The object is to avoid all clashine 
and to reduce to a reasonable length the period 
between trade shows and release for public ex- 
hibition.

THE CAPITALS OF EUROPE. 


) BOUT a year ago somebody lent 
me a copy of Mr. Stephen 
Graham’s book about the 


Guards, and, although his criti- 
_cisms seemed at the time to he 
somewhat exaggerated and very 
bitter, | was struck ‘by the force 
of his literary style. Then I came across another 
book of his, ‘‘ Russia and the World,” and dis- 
covered that he loved the Russians. Not me 4 
did he love the people of Dostoieffski and Gogol, 
but he had talked with Tolstoi’s peasants on the 
Caucasian steppes, and had drunk tea with the 
little. fathers ofthe great White Russian plain. 

knew then that whatever mr. Graham's 
opinion might be about the Guards, he was a 
man with a big heart, and a mind that could 
look cut on world beyond the English 
Channel with eyes of sympathy, rather than 
the traditional disdain ot Anglo-Saxondom. 
His new book ‘(* Kurone—Whither Bound? 

Thornton Butterworth. 10s. 6d. net) has jus- 
tified my judgment. 

Mr. Graham has been making a tour é“ 
Europe, with a view tw promoting the cause 
of European citizenship, and contributing his 
effort to the task of smashing down the 
mediaeval barriers of cast-iron nationalism, 
which have divided our Continent into a series 
of water-tight compartments. He wants us all 
to be Europeans first, an] Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Irishmen, Italians, Germans, and 
Czecho-Slovass afterwards. His arguments in 
this respect are unanswerable, and nobody who 
reads this book can fail to realise The désperate 
necessity of a new orientation of European 


politics. The war is over. Forget it! Peace 
is within the reach of all if we only choose 
to seize it. . 
Athens, Constantinople, Sofia; Belgrade, 
Budapest, Vienna, Prague} Warsaw, Munich, 
Berlin, me, Monte Carlo, London, and 
Paris—it is an imposing itinerary, and Mr.

A BARGAIN. 


His arrival in Athens gives one a general 
idea of a condition of afiairs which is @ragging 
Europe down into the depths of a dreadful 
despair. i 

afternoon, and on the pavement 
of a great street stands a mute and gloomy 
man, with an armful of what appears to be 
aper-monéy. He is holding it out in his two 
Impossible that it should he money! 
But it is. He is holding about half a million 
roubles in his hands. es, they are for sale. 
This for so much, this other for so much. 

. i am sorry I hase no Greek money, but please 
take five liras Italia, and give it to your com- 
rades. ‘You must be very poor.’ A emile ap- 
peared in the man's face. ‘ But you'll take 
some roubles,’ said he. ‘Well, if you like, 
just a small note for remembrance. tt doesn’: 
matter what. ‘ Here’s ten thousand roubles.’ 
And he handed on a handsome new note for 
the amount. I¢ fluttered from his hand to the 

avemeni, and was caught on the wind. ‘ Pick 
it up quickly! It’s ten thousand roubles.’ one 
wished to cry, anxiously, to the passer-by, Only 
ten thousand! Drop something less than six- 
pence !"’ 

Southern Europe is swarming with Russian. 
refugees. “The Russians have got Constan- 
tinople at last.” But with what a difference ' 
There are 100,000 of them in the Turkish capital, 
100,600 of Russia’s fairest sons and daughters, 
the huughiiest gentiefolk of Europe, _ penniless, 
homeless, and without a friend. Most of the 
good resiaurants are run by Russians. 
“The waitresses at most of these Rus. 
sian establishments are often women ‘of 
society, and some of them very beautiful 
in the simplicity of uniform. - There is a fasci- 
na*mng added pleasure in being waited upon ‘by 
such gracious women, but the heart aches for 
the fate of some of them. On each table is a 
ticket with the name and’ patronymic of the 
waitress—thus, Tatiana Mihailovna. or Sophia 
Viadimicovna. They are on a level with those 
they serve, and the women embrace them: the 
men kiss their hands. Naturally, there are no 
such things as tips; service is charged for in 
the bill. Elegance mingles with melancholy 
Russians meet and talk endlessly, atid sigh for 
Russia, and the Russian music croons the nigh‘ 
long from the musicians’ gallery or orchestra.” 

“J met the wife of a Colonel! of the Life 
Guards. She was dressed in a cotton skirt, & 
cream-coloured ‘wooly,’ a waterproof. and a 
wretched cheap collar of fur. Once she never 
stepped out of her house but into a car Now 
in weather-beaten thin old boots she must tramp 
from place Lo place over the cobbles, lives "r 
one room with her family, waches the clothes 
herself, scrubs the floor, has no money.”’ 


RUSSIA’S EXILES. 


The attitude of the British Army of Occupa- 
tion to these martyred people is interesting. 
The “ brass-hats,"’ of course, maintain their 
traditional contempt for the foreigner. 
“What's the matter with the Russians,’ savs 
stout Colonel C, “is that there s no punch in 
them; they’re a helpless sort of people 


by the hand and lead them across.” 

‘What's the matter with Colonel ,”" says 
Captam T, “is that he warmed a seat in the 
War Office all the war. If he had ever faced a 
tenth of what the Russians have faced he'd talk 
a different tune 1 think it is the worat 
of taste to say anything against a people who 
have suffered so much as the Russians. And 
what sheuld we be doing in their rlace—if the 
pride of England had been broken, and we 
also were all im exile, eating the head of 
strangers?’ . But how difficult it is to 
put oneself in another person’s place in the 
imagination, and how unreadily it is done! 

That is just the trouble. We cannoi under- 
stand the. Riissians, just as we cannot under- 
stand any other Bhinilú outside our own cluba 
and hall-rooms. “T met a Countess Trubet- 
gkov, says Mr. Graham, “ as r as poor. 
‘All T ask is something to take my mind off on 
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coming fate, said she. ‘Imagine it. I am 
reading the . Tarzan ies of novels right 
through. Just to fargeWthey wish to forget. 


and we who used to talk of loving the Russians 
—we have forgotten. 


EXCHANGE OR ROBBERY. 


A despairing sympathy for Russia pervades 
Mr. Graham's work, but he does not allow it 
to interfere with the general interest of his 
book. His remarks on the foreign exchanges, 
for instance, are full of. a lively humour. 
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Russia in Constantinople 
Our Own Folk. 
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officers using thousand rouble notes ae shaving 
paper, and Mr. Graham is of the opinion that 
until a common European currency is estab 
lighed by the League of Nations there can be 
little h of a return to normal conditions 
on the ‘Continued, The following story 68.8 
good idea of the sort of thing that is happen- 
ing almost every day :— ae 

‘A certain man had £10, which he ex- 
changed for 480 francs. Then he ‘exchanged 
the francs for 600 lira: he journeyed by 
Fiume to Serbia, and changed again for 900 
dinars. At Belgrade he bought 6,009 ' Hun- 
garian crowns. He carried the money to 
Buda-Pesth, and thence to Vienna, where he 
had some luck, and got 15,000 Austrian crowns. 
However, at Prague the bankers said that 
they did not encourage the sale of Austrian 
money, as they did not know what it was 
worth. He got 1,000 Czech crowns, which in 
turn he changed to 10,000 Polish marks. He 
then changed these for 500 Rumanian lei, re- 
turned to Poland again, and only received 
8,000 marks at the reexchanze, At Berlin 
they looked very disparagingly at the Polieh 
money, and offered him German marks for 
the lot. He changed this for 11 florins in 
Amsterdam, for which when he reached -Ant- 
werp he received 40 Belzian francs. Wie £10 
lincered tentatively over the abyss of «a 
nothing.” ; 


A NEUTRAL BABY. 


The exchange business ie only shghtly moró 
complicated than the question of nationality 
in. the new Europe. Here is a good stor 
which was told to Mr. Graham by the Britis 
Consul at Munich:—*“ The difficulty was that 
of stating the nationality of a child born on - 
a ship at the time of the Armistice. The ship 
was a German one, which had been captured 
by the British. It had a British crew, but it 
was bringing refugees from Murmansk, the 
Arctic port of Russia, to Reval, on the Baltic. 
It was flying the neutrality flag. The ship, 
however, was wrecked off the coast of Norway, 
and was towed by a Danish boat. into the har- 
bour of Stavanger. None of the refugees were 
allowed ashore, but the baby was horn in a 
ship whilst it lay in the harbour. The parents 
were Russian, but an aWempt was made to get 
the Brith Consul at Stavanger to register it 
as British. He refused. The English law is 
that the flag decides nationality, and in this 
case the flag was neutral. A neutral baby has. 
therefore, appeared on the scene, It is 4 case 
for the League of Nations to decide. We can 
only hope they will find it péssible ta give it 
the status of a good European.” ~ 


GERMANY’S PLIGHT. 


Mr. Graham was greatly impressed by the 
suffering in Germany. deacription of 
Berlin is dispassionate, and vivid, and should 
be read by everyone who wants to knew what 
the real condition of affairs in the FathRorland 

Listen to what he says in one passage :-—~ 
“Tt is sad to see the broken down old fet- 
lows as porters at the railway stations, pant- 
ing with heavy trunks, and the same ty 
among gangs of nayvies repairing the roade. 
They ought to be seated at home with ripe 
and newspaper and easy slippers instead of 
earning a living still as a drudge. It is a con- 
vention to give your bag to «a porter at a sta- 
tion, and in Germany you usually give to a 
man much older aml weaker than yourself, 
and you are moved to help him to carrv it as 
in his infirmity he struggles along. What a 
contrast to the eialwart porters of Prague 
or Rome or . Brussek. Poor . wights 
It is they who are paying for the war. Sight- 
less soldiers led by httle children come selling’ 
you sticking plaster in the restaurants. Ger- 
many is too poor to care for them. It is they 
who are paving for the war. The drab, many 
headed miidle class of Berlin, with its poverty- 
stricken breakfast table, the old Black bread 
of the war, and no sugar: and paper table 
clothe; thé women going about the streets 
with great bundle< on their haeke: the reople 
making their 1918’ clothes still do—they are 
paving somewhat. You see Hugo Stinves and 
his like with a suite of rooms at the Adlon, 
er driving lrxuriously alone the Unter den 
Linden. the Kaiter wav. without fhe dieritv 
of a Kaiser. They are not paying very much.” 


POOR OLD ENGLAND. 


Let me finish with Mr. Graham's impres- 
‘sions of London after his return from his 
wanderings. He has found misery im plenty 
wherever he has gone, a frenzied striving 
after better things, and a general interest In 
important affairs, What does he find at 
home ? ; ' 

“You would hardly think that the greatest 
drama in world history is being played out in 
Europe, afd that England was taking fart. 
You would hardly think ihat England herself 
was in mortal danger. London astonishes the 
traveller. it seems entirely given over to tri- 
vial-and alien interests. Betting on horses 
has never reached such dimensions. Whilst 
the street criers of Belgrade keep calli 
' Politiha, Politika, and the attention a 
Berlin is ruefully pinned down to 
reparations, and Parts is dignified and serious, 
and national in both newsparfers and conver- 
sation, you hear nothing in the streets of 
London but: *‘ What's the latest, Bill?’ and 
“I can teil you of an 'orse”. . . . England 
is a democracy, but what is the virtue of a 
democracy which languishes in ignorance? Of 
all countries Britain has now the broadest 
basis of franchise. We can vote, but what ia 
the use of voting when you know nothing of 
the issues at stake, and when even the candi- 
dates are ignorant of affairs, and try to win 


ia. 


by making sentimental, popular appeals to 
varving prejudices? England is low. It is a 
humiliating platitude. England stands far 


lower to-day than the level of her national 
sacrifices.” 


This i hard criticism. and there will be 
many who will not agree with it. Anyone 
who has travelled in Europe recently, how- 


ever—I do not mean those who have gone 
abroad to have a good time at the expense of 
the exchange—will recognise that: there is 
much truth in it. Take an unchaperoned trip 
to Germany, to Vienna, or to Poland, and you 
will Jearn more about what is happening in 
the world in a week than you will learn in a 
lifetime of English, or Irish sequestration. We 
are a provincial yeople. There is no getting 


away from that unpalaiable facet. Apd one of 
these days we are going to suffer fer it 
severely.

FERTILISERS AND THEIR USES. 
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Autumn Cultivation. 


, 
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In order. to hold moisture and plant food, 
the soil must contain a ceriain propertion of 
humus. and a soil to be considered rich should 
contain from 10 to 15 per cent. of its bulk in 
accumulated organic matter. For proof of this 
we need not travel far afield. Walk on the 
land of any farmer who applies heavy dressings 
of farmyard manure, and examine. the results. 
Is it not evident in the very spring of the turf, 
apart altogether from the excellence of > 
the crops? This quality alone is a» impertant 
factor in the value of farmyard manure, and it 
cannot he supplied by any other medium. Jit is 
largely for this reason that artificial or chemical 
‘manures are most satisfactory when applied in 
conjunction with farmyard manure. | 

Farmyard manure contains all the essentia! 
plant toods in varying proportions according to 
its quality, and because of the comparative slow- 
ness of its action, crops are vastly improved by 
the addition of readily, available plant. food in 
the form of artificial fertilisers. In the soil 
itself there are reserves of plant food sufficient 
for at least 100 crops, but as not 
more than 2) per cent. of this food is available 
at any one period, the necessity for an addi- 
tional fertiliser is very evident. Field trials 
have shown that, after five or six years’ culti- 
vation of land without the anplication of any 


represent a waste of time. It is little use hav- 
ing potential food for 100 crops.if it is not 
available when required. : 


AN EXCEPTIONAL CASE. 


There is on record the case cf a field where 
wheat has been grown continuously for 85 years, 
and during that time not an ounce of manur 

has been applied. After fifty years an analysis 
of the soil showed that there was still. sufhere i 
food for 100 crops. For years, however, the yield 
has been only 25 per cent. of what it would 
have been if nitrogen, vhosnhates, and potash 
had been available in sufficient quantities. But 
these are points with which mcsi of our present- 
day farmers are familiar. 

All over the country experiments have been 
conducted with a view to showing what can be 
done in the way of increasing crops by proper 
manuring, and all the resulis indicate the 

importance ' of supplementing farmyard | 
manure with suitable artificials. Farmyard 

manure not only provides the crop with food, 

but it darkens the soil and enables it io gather 

heat from the sun, and, as it decays, it adds 

humus to the soil. It also enables the: soil to 

hold moisture—-a most important matier in a 
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encourages the organisms which break down 
the elements in the soil and make them avail- 
able for plant food. Its value. of course, 
depends largely on the animals and their 
eeding, and also on the way in which*‘it is 
stored. : ' 

Built im a conieal heap. and compressed ag 
hard as possible so as to exclude air. it should 
ve covered with soil, and thus preserved from 
the action of the weather. In this way nearly 
all the food values of the dung can be retained. 
A ton of such manure should contain 14 to 15th. 
nitrogen. 8 to 9 Ib. potash, and 4 to Sib. phos- 
phates, and if it is applied in good time the 
results obtained are usually satisfactory. 

Where farmyard manure has the advantage 
over chemicals is that it adds organic matter 
to the soil. Artificials do not da this, and to 
apply them alone for an indefinite period would 
resaif, in crop failures. Knowledge of this 
probably accounts for the mistaken belief that 
artificial manures exhaust the land. Humus 
is a necessity, and artificials do not supply it. 
Their function is to provide, in a suitable form, 
the three essential plant foods, and where they 
are supplementary to farmyard manure there, 
is no denying their value. The value af 
manures is greatly enhanced by winter cnitiva. 
tion, for this leaves the soil in a condition to 
benefit by the action of any fertilsers that may 
be applied.
